About every three years we have to put 
new sides m a lobster car on account of 
the ravages of a dock worm which eats j

Even with this 


patching the worm can spoil a car in 
five or six years so yon see it is quite an 
item of expense to the dealers." 


While the telephone wires were being

very easi'y done. They use whai are 
cilled conuectiug rods four feet long, 
and a thread is employed iu coupling 
them together. The work begins at 
one man-hole and the rods are connect- 
ed together until another man-hole is 
reached. The rods are then drawn 
through with the cable wire attached to 
one end. The wire is attached to a reel 
and a windlass is used to unreel it into 
the man-hole. It requires one crew to 
unreel the cable from the roll and run 
it tbiough tho conduit, while another 
crew follow along and make all tbe 
connections both under gaouud and in 
the offices.

The Uxodut From Key West May 


Spread Yellow Fetret to Other 
•tatee—Tbe situation Considered 
U B* of the Grayest and |Most 
Threatealag Character. 
Key West,v Sept 20.-The yellow 


fever situation here Is regarded by tbe 
most conservative to bo of the gravest 
character. At the present time there 
•re upwards of 400 cases of the dis- 
ease iu till* city alone and uew cases 
have been developing at the rate of 
thirty a day for the past four days, 
and there seems to be no good reason 
to hope for its abatement until cooler 
weather sets in. Every precaution has 
been adopted to prevent Its spread, 
but In spite of all that has been done 
and, all- that Is being done from day to 
day, tbe number of cases Increases In- 
stead of showing any signs of de- 
creasing. 


The matter has reached such an 


alarming stage that persons who can, 
nnd are not prohibited by the string- 
ent quarantine regulations, are hasten- 
ing to leave the country for the north 
as rapidly as possible. The quaran- 
tine Is not sufficiently strong to pre- 
vent those in adjoining towns and vil- 
lages from closing up their homes and 
seeking a climate where yellow fever 
Is not known and where they will he 
practically 
safe 
from 
its ravages. 


This, it is thought will undoubtedly 
be the means of spreading the d la- 
ease to other states as many whole 
families have left without the knowl- 
edge or consent of the liealth authori- 
ties and have escaped by driving to 
out of the way stations and talcing the 
trains from points where the quaran- 
tine regulations are not is force. 


Of course, no person knows 
h<- 


many of these people have in one way 
or another, 'been exposed to yel- 
low fever and the result may bo dis- 
astrous—not so much to those- who are 
compelled to remain at their homes, 
ns to those iu the towns whoic the 
refugees may choose to locate for 
safety. 


While tbe mortality rate here Is 


low, 
the alarm is rapidly Increasing 


and It Is only a matter of conjecture 
when the disease will be gotten under 
control. There 
have 
been 
twenty- 


eight deaths in the past forty-eight 
hours and at least fifteen per cent, of 
the 400 cases now being treated are 
considered as hopless.

Test of Steel Plato. 


Washington, Sept. 20.—A number of 


Russian and American naval officers 
went to the Indian Head proving 
grounds to witness the test of a Krupp 
armor plate, representing a large quan- 
tity of the armor of the Russian battle- 
ship now building at the Cramp yards 
In Philadelphia. The party included 
Admiral O'Neill and Lieutenant Sev- 
mour of the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance, General Mertwago. Military At- 
tache of the Russum Kmbasy, and 
three otllccrs of the Russian navy, one 
of whom will command the battleship. 


The test was of more than usual lu- 


rcro-,t, ns both governments are closely 
observing the character of this class of 
armor, and Admiral O'Neill's observa- 
tions will be presented to Congress in 
connection with the question of furn- 
ishing armor for the T'niieJ States bat- 
tloships and armored causers, 


A five-Inch armor plate was subject- 


ed to test, five-inch steel projectiles be- 
ins used acninst it. Five shots were 
fired, the lowest velocity being 2.057 
feet a second and the highest 2,099 feet. 
The plate withstood these shots, there 
being no sign4! of crack. The maximum 
penetration wns two inches. Tbe of- 
ficiiH of both countries regard the tost 
as highly satisfactory. 


Paris. Sept 20.—The Cabinet after 


a short discussion of the case, decided 
in principle to pardon Captain Alfred 
Dreyfus, but no ofli< ial announcement 
of the pardon was made. Tbe papers 
will not be officially signed and Issued 
for several day*, as certain formalities 
must be observed. It Is said that Cap- 
tain Dreyfus will be sov-retly liberated 
arid removed from France before the 
oiticlal announcement of his pardon is 
made. Big crowds are thronging the 
boulevards discussing the pardon and 
its probable effects. 


Many conflicting reports are afloat. 


One wild story has it that President 
Loubot signed tbe pardon Monday, 
ami that Dreyfus has already passed 
beyond the frontier. The report, wild 
as it Is. is considered seriously by 
mail}"- There has been absolutely no 
disorder. While Dreyfus 
has been 


pardoned, be has not been vindicated, 
and will simply be freed from prison. 
The plans of Dreyfus and liis friends 
are not definitely known, but it Is be- 
lie\cd he will go to England and live 
quietly until bo can recruit his former 
strength. 


The decision of the Government to 


pardon Dreyfus was reached some 
days ago after consultation with his 
family at Rennes, who Iia\e consented 
to withdraw the appeal from tbe ver- 
dict of the court-martial. For a long 
wliile lii 
1- family and friends were un- 


willing to accept a panlon on these 
conditions, but were finally persuaded 
that nothing cl*c was possible at pres- 
ent and that freedom was necessary 
to sa\c the martyr's life. 


Auti-DrcyfusitPS are "satisfied with 


tlic pardon, accepting It as the best 
way out of dangerous complications. 
The feeling of relief is general. No 
matter what measures the family may 
take to rehabilitate the good name of 
the exile of Devil's Island, it is fell 
that France has passed a grave crisis 
that threatened the nation itself. 


With Dieyfus fiec, tbe campaign for 


vindication will not again arouse the 
storm of indignation caused by his 
imprisonment. Foreign 
nations, too, 


will be less inclined to condemn the 
French people for injustice: hence the 
prevs as a rule pronounces the pardon 
the safest course. What will be done 
with Mcrcier, Gon'-e and Rogett for 
their continued persecution of Dreyfus 
is the chief problem of the future. 
Their power for evil. bowe\er, has 
been curbed by the exposures of the 
cpurt-mnitial, and no one now believes 
they could persuade the army to re- 
volt, if they should try it. ' 


The pardon is not an exoneration. 


It is more an net of mercy- The ver- 
dict of the court-martial against Drey- 
fus is not nullified and the stigma of 
guilt still rests upon him. He is simp- 
ly made a free man, as one who has 
sufiVtvd enough punishment. He is 
no longer attached to the army, it is 
inferred, as the act of degradation Is 
not abrogated in the pardon.

old friends, went to England. 


In the railway station in London, 


Telford was sand-bagged and robbed,

was taken to a hospital and subse- 
quently sent home. 


No trace of the swindler was found. 


The letters sent Tel ford were post- 
marked "Station E. New York city,*' 
although English postage stamps hail 
been affixed.

THE CABINET DOUBTS 


GOOD FAITH. 


3Iuy Brine About Peso* la the Phil. 


Ippluei at «n Early D»te«-Secre- 
tary Root Not Inclined to Place 
a Great Deal of Confidence In tbe 
Wily Aguiimldo. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 80.—Infor- 


mation of a character that leads gome 
of the Government officers to believe 
that Agulnaldo Is about to renew his 
overtures for peace has been received 
at the War Department from Major- 
Gen. 
Otis saying that Aguinaldo has 


requested permission to send two en- 
voys to Gen. Mac-Arthur to arrange an 
exchange of prisoners and that one of 
them, a Filipino General, be permitted 
to go to Manila to confer with Gen. 
Otis on a subject not stated. 


Most of the time of the icgular Cab- 


inet meeting was devoted to a discus- 
sion of tliis latest information fro n 
Gen. Otis There was a diversity of 
opinion among the members as to the 
significance ot Aculnaldo's request, 
some members believinc that it meant 
a. definite effort on the part ot tli- 
Filipino leader to bring about peace 
on a basis not unfavorable to the 
American position, and others express- 
Ing little faith that such would he tbe 
outcome of the oronosed conference. 


After the meeting Secretary Koot 


said frauklv that he vias not inclined 
to »la< e too much reliance on Agui- 
naldo's good intentions, for this case 
might prove to he unite similar to the 
other movements of the Filipino chief 
in the same direction. Tbere was an 
inclination, howc\er, to hear promptly 
what 
the 
Filloino 
representatives 


might hu-ne to say and to deal prompt- 
ly and finally with any proposition 
that might be forthcoming. Another 
member of the Cabinet said that he 
had no faith •whatever in the good in- 
tentions of Aguinaldo. and that he did 
not believe that the approaching con- 
ference meant peace on our terms. 


Still another Secretary said that per- 


sonally 
he 
believed 
the 
Filipinos 


meant to brine about peace by the pro- 
posed conference, and that the end of 
the hostilities was at hand. He said 
IIP did not speak from superior infor- 
mation, but from an impression gain- 
ed from carefully observing the recent 
progress and tendency of events in the 
Philippines. 


The Adjutant General received a 


despatch from Gen. Otis saying that 
Aguinaldo had promised to surrender 
Lieut.
